vigil at his bedside feel strongly that 
his life will be spared. The develop­ 
ments of the tost 24 hours were dread­

Sudden itemise of Little Marfret- 
ta Baker Casts a Gloom 


Over City. 


THE FATHER SWOONS AWAY. 


Aad for a Time His Life Was De­ 


spaired of-Heart Trou­ 


ble the Cause. 


One of the sadde»t deaths in some 
time occurred 
yesterday morning 
about 7:30 o'clock when Margtetta 
Baker, the nine-year old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Howard Baker, passed 
away very suddenly and without 
warning in Err father's arms. 
The little girl had complained some 
Saturday evening, but the parents of 
the child did not think there was 
anything serious the matter and as 
she felt all right at bed time no 
doctor was called.

Mr. Baker was completely over 
come with the sudden shock and 
swooned away himself. A physician 
was at once summoned, and so over 
come was the father that it wan nearly 
two hours before he regained con­ 
sciousness. 
Realising that nothing 
could be done for the little girt the 
attention of the physician was «Erect­ 
ed to Mr. Baker. For a time it was 
thought that he would not recover, 
but becnme to finally and this morn 
ing, although still very much griev­ 
ed and overcome, was feeling some 
better. 
The attending physician states that 
it was heart failure coupled with 
symptoms of diphtheria, which caus­ 
ed the death. 
It is a very sad case, Margretta 
being a particularly bright child. 
All day Saturday she was in the best 
of spirits and showed no sign of sick 
uess and it was not until the young 
life passed out that the seriousness 
of the situation wss realized. She 
was a particularly loving little girl 
and it Is a great shock to both father 
and mother. 
Relatives in the east were tele­ 
graphed the details of the sudden 
taking off, but tbtaraorning another 
telegram was sent stating that it 
would be no use to come to Brainerd 
as the funeral, on account of the con­ 
tagion, would have to be strictly 
private. 
The funeral was held this afternoon 
from the family residence and inter­ 
ment took place ia Evergreen ceme­ 
tery .

Hutton read a late bulletin giving 
the status of the condition of the 
president. 
Rev. 
Roderick J . Mooney gave 
an address last evening at St. P a u l’s 
Episcopal church on the ‘‘A ssassi­ 
nation of P resid en t McKinley. ” He 
took as his text, ‘ They sow the 
wind 
and 
reap the w hirlw ind.” 
Hosea 8th chapter and 7th verse. 
It 
was an im prom ptu address but was 
thoroughly enjoyed by a large audi­ 
ence. 
H e said that God worked by 
a specific law and performed his 
wonderful deeds: that the flower 
grows from the seed by the same 
law. 
The law s were not only the 
same b u t the effect was the same. 
He w ent on to show the discrim ina­ 
tion between liberty and the license 
of speech. 
, “ If the clergym en in a city ,” he 
said, “ would have the impudence to 
tell 
som ething about the actual 
facts which exist they would be 
driven from the city, but on the 
other hand an anarchist can step in 
and insult God and the Hag for 
which fathers and sons of this coun­ 
try 
have 
fought. 
To them , to 
quote one of their own num ber, it 
is ,‘down with the Hag of the stars 
and stripes aud up with the red Hag 
of anarchy. ’ 
“ If you allow that thing to exist 
the logical outcome must be expect­ 
ed. 
lo this case the victim of the 
assassin was one of the most noble 
characters that has ever graced the 
presidential chair, a devout christian, 
a patrio tic citizen aud a splendid 
statesm an, assailed by a man who 
coolly and deliberately planned the 
details of the crime and cunning 
required to m urder this man. 
It 
was not the fault of the assailant 
that he did not kill the president. 
God in his providence, we hope and 
and pray , will protect our honored 
president. 
“ Thecircum stance appeals to every 
citizen. 
W e have patted the men of 
the kind who committed this deed 
too freely on the back, making them 
to understand that they are good fel­ 
lows; and we ascitizens of the United 
States are to blame in a degree for 
the sta te of affairs which exist. 
If 
we had a correct sense of our rela­ 
tions with God and our country we 
would see to it that we had meu in 
office who would legislate against the 
admission of such crime in our midst. 
To this end we want to live accord­ 
ing to tile ten commandment*.' 
The speaker then rehearsed the 
history of the sturdy work of the 
pilgrim fathers and drew' lessons 
from th eir lives.

He said that God worked by 
a specific law and performed his 
wonderful deeds: that the flower 
grows from the seed by the same 
law. 
The laws were not only the 
same but the effect was the tame. 
He went on to show the discrimina 
tion between liberty and the license 
of speech.

Effect of the Tragedy on Wall Street 
Price*.
